Of The Dead 



It is extremely hazardous for 
a Washington correspondent to 
take the vows of .silence on any ; 
subject in this fateful Summer. 
The days are hot, dull and oppres- 
sive; yesterday's banality slov:!y 
assumes the lustre of tomorrow's 
headline. So It is with humility 
and trepidation that one promises 
to refrain from writing anything. 
But there is one pledge I think 1 
can keep, and I pass it on to nrv 
contemporaries for their signa- 
ture. I promise not to use the 
names and images of the mi-n 
who have died in this war to pro- 
mote any private partisan project 
or to prove that I really know all 
the answers all the time. We 
cannot give those men back their 
lives, we cannot restore them to ■ 
their wives and kids, we cannot 
give them a new chance to ful- '■. 
fill their dreams. But we can lot! 
them rest in peace. We can do | 
nothing else. 

Speak Too Readily j 

In other years it might seem I 
superfluous and silly to offer such , 
a pledge: but this is the year of | 
a national political campaign | 
when men 'and women) will say 
many things they may later re- 
gret. Many will speak reckless- 
ly and' righteously not because 
they are evil or ill-intentioned 
but because the victory of their 
side appears more important than 
any other consideration; and any 
words that seemingly contribute 
to such a victory will be easily 
spoken and rationalized. We 
have already had one dreary pre- 
view of this tendency; it was ren- 
dered by Clare Boothe Luce in her 
address to the Republican con- 
vention. 

Mrs. Luce, as you may recall 
with pain, designated herself to 
speak the unspoken words of the 
dead "GI Jims" on remote bat- 
tlefields. As though impersonat- 
ing a contemporary Mrs. A. 
Conan Doyle, she professed to 
know what these lost men hoped 
and believed and wanted. She 
had a psychic pipeline to the 
martyred dead, and she told all, 
like a little girl who was unable 
to keep a secret. Mrs. Luce's per- 
formance was a desolate one, but 
it had an encouraging aftermath: 
not even the most devoult Repub- 
lican tub-thumpers were capable 
of giving her an ovation. The 
obscenity of her performance was 
just a little too nauseating. She 
was trying. to be cute, witty and 
terrific in a crowd of genuine 
mourners. And. by the grotesque- 
ness of her behavior, she drama- 
tized the cheapness of the trick. 
The Men Who Died 

Yet there will be others pickins 
up the same tune. Some will be 
Republicans and others will he 
Democrats, and all of them may 
be motivated by what they con- 
sider the greatest good for the 
pr°at§st, .number., aijid- -tliey will 
not sense the vulgarity of their 
recitations. This, therefore, seems 
like an appropriate moment to 
say that we will not join in any 
such chorus.

He worked 
on many real estate development 
plans under the Township Ordi- 
nance, prepared an agreement 
aimed at preservation of the Mill 
Creek valley and performed other 
jobs of note for the township. 

During the second amd third 
War Loan Drives, Harral served as 
co-chairman and chairman for the 
Lower Merion-Narberth area and 
then moved on to Norristown to 
take charge of the organization 
work in the County as Chairman 
for all Montgomery County in the 
4th and 5th Drives.

Purchasing a total of $153,485 
in bonds, Narberth exceeded its 
self imposed quota in the Fifth 
War Loan Drive which ended of- 
ficially last Saturday as far as ac- 
tive solicitation is concerned. 
i The Borough was well up among 
' the leading districts of the Lower 
'Merion-Narberth area in total 
! sales and placed third in the num- 
ber of bonds sold with 409. 
i Sales of E, F and G bonds 
through July 31 will be credited to 
the drive and subscriptions are 
still coming in at the Bond Booth 
and to solicitors. 

The Booth, staffed by volunteers 
in charge of Mrs. Charles B. 
Stoudt, Co-Chairman for the Bor- 
ough and booth chairman for its 
sponsor, the Women's Community 
Club, sold a total of $35,000 dur- 
ing the campaign, representing 
282 bonds. 

Beginning this week, the Booth 
will be open from 9.30 A. M. to 1 
P. M. instead of till 4 or 4.30 due 
to vacations and the heat wave. 

The Narberth Theatre lent its 
facilities and cooperated with the 
Bond Drive this Thursday night 
by staging a special Bond Prem- 
iere, featuring Mickey Rooney in 
"Andv Hardy's Blonde Trouble. 
Tickets for the show were avail- 
able to all bond purchasers in the 
borough and solicitors. ' 

Sales during the last week of 
the drive hit a new high with the 
National Bank of Narberth report- 
ing a total of $37,375 and the Nar- 
berth Post Office listing ' sales of 
$5 900 for a total for the week of 
S43.275. . . . 

Solicitors sales for bonds is- 
sued at the bank amounted to $8,- 
425 with "over the counter' sales, 
including many sold by the Bond 
Booth, amounting to $20,550 

In addition, solicitors sold $8,- 
500 in bonds other than the usual 
types. One sale of several thous- 
and was made to the Narberth 
Fire Company for short term 
bonds from a reserve fund of the 
Fire Company's which is set aside 
for the purchaser of new equip- 
ment when it can again be obtain- 
ed The investment by the *ne 
Company, it was pointed out rep- 
resents only .a portion of the funds 
which will be needed to purchase 
the new apparatus.

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16,260 Servicemen 
Will Get Ballots 



Lower Merion Leads 
Montgomery County 
In Soldier Registration 

A total of 16,260 persons in the 
military service from Montgomery 
County will be eligible to vote un- 
der Pennsylvania's new absentee 
military ballot system, it was an- 
nounced by the County Board of 
Elections, composed of County 
Commissioners Fred C. Peters, Fos- 
ter C. Hillegass and Raymond 
K. Mensch. 

The total is complete with the 
exception of one election district 
out of the 191 districts in the 
County. 

Lower Merion Township, with 
2,502 persons registered at the 
conclusion of Military Ballot Day 
last Friday, led the County with 
the largest number of its sons and 
daughters in the service from the 
62 townships and boroughs. Chel- 
tenham Township was second with 
1456 with Abington Township a 
close third with 1353. Norristown 
reported 1295 and Pottstown 1251. 

The Borough of Narberth re- 
ported 364 from its three election 
districts. 

Military ballots will be mailed 
to persons in the service whose 
names and addresses were obtain- 
ed by Civilian Defense canvassers 
or presented to local election 
boards by friends or relatives.

Former Narberth 
Man, Ranger Officer, 
In the Invasion 

Capt. Harvey J. Cook, 26-year- 
old Narberth resident, has been 
awarded the Silver Star and has 
received a citation for gallantry 
in action on the coast of Prance 
during the first two days of the 
invasion, June 6-8. 

Cook, a graduate of Lower Mer- 
ion High School and Michigan 
State College, is the son of roofing 
contractor, Harvey J. Cook, 29, 
Narberth Ave. He was an' out- 
standing baseball catcher at 
Michigan State and played with 
Paoli and Narberth in the Main 
Line League. 

A Ranger battalion officer, 
Capt. Cook mailed his medal to 
his wife, Bonnie, who Is living in 
Detroit. He wrote that he also 
acquired a "pretty red flag with 
a black swastika on it. "He didn't 
explain the circumstances but did 
say that he obtained it from a 
Nazi headquarters. He also said he 
had a belt for a souvenir. 

"There a,re no words to express 
what he went through — so I'll let 
that slide for now," he wrote to 
his wife, "But the Germans gave 
us a good scrap for the f irst^ few 
-riaysr'--They--«caii»)fight---wJ 
want to. Our outfit landed with i 
the first wave ashore on D-Day, I 
and we did a helluva fine job and 
everybody in this part of the Army 
is patting up on the back and . 
pretty proud of us. 

"It's been cold and misty most 
most of the time since we landed. 
The country is pretty but the 
weather is lousy. Even England 
would look good now. 

'The captain wrote that he had 
attended church the day before 
(June 18). "Another captain 
(Protestant) and I went to Cath- 
olic services. Somehow, those of 
us who survived crossing that 
beach on D-day have sort of got- 
ten into the church spirit. It 
It makes you think when you see 
men you've lived with killed right 
beside you." 

Capt. Cook was commissioned 
in the Army shortly after being 
graduated from Michigan State in 
1940.

George L. Suplee, building in- 
spector, has discovered an omis- 
sion in the new Narberth Bor- 
ough zoning ordinance which muy 
turn out to be flaw. 

As he explained his predica- 
ment to councilmen at then- 
meeting Monday night the ordi- 
nance does not specify where on 
a person's property a garage can 
be erected. 

Under the old ordinance a 
garage could be erected in the 
center of the rear yard or along 
a side line of the yard. Also, un- 
der the old ordinance it could be 
erected along the party or side 
line but if it had windows it had 
to be set back five feet. 

At Monday night's meeting of 
council Suplee asked Louis A. 
Young, chairman of the building 
committee, what he should do if 
an application for a permit to 
erect a garage was received. 

After discussing the matter with 
other councilmen they decided to 
ask Henry A. Frye, solicitor, for an 
interpretation and also take the 
matter up with Henry Harral, 
Lower Merion Towwnship planning 
engineer, who helped framed the 
borough's zoning ordinance. 

Meanwhile Suplee said he would 
hold up the issuance of any more 
permits to erect garages until he 
received instructions on the ordin- 
ance.

Summer Suggestions 
for Home Gardeners 

Most home gardeners are going j 
to realize that July and August i 
are two months which are critical. | 
Dry weather will be here to stay : 
and insect damage, at its peak, j 
will keep gardeners busy. i 

One sure way of eliminating , 
backaches and increasing crop j 
yields is by taking advantage of j 
mulches. To properly apply a \ 
mulch the garden should be care- 
fully cultivated, all the weeds re- 
moved and then, leaves, grass 
clippings, straw or other similar 
materials spread evenly, several 
inches deep, over the entire gar- 
den area. Not only will this elim- 
inate the necessity of further cul- 
tivation and control of weeds but 
it will aid in equally distributing 
the soil moisture so it will do the 
most good and thereby increase 
crop yields. 

Most people have now harvested 
their early vegetables and to get 
the most out cf the garden, the 
vacant spaces should be promptly 
prepared and planted. Beans may 
be planted up to the middle of 
August, and corn, if planted in the 
next few days, will do well. Such 
vegetables as cabbage, kale, Chi- 
nese cabbage, turnips, beets and 
carrots should be planted around 
the middle of July for late har- 
vest and storing. It is well to re- 
member that Summer planted seed 
should be a little deeper than ear- 
lier plantings.
